The proposed project is the Eye Gnat Ordinance and Program which would allow the
County authority to take abatement actions when eye gnats cause a nuisance to the
public. Some of the organic farms are located outside of the boundaries of the Multiple
Species Conservation Program and may be in close proximity to habitats subject to the
Habitat Loss Permit/Coastal Sage Scrub Ordinance. Any potential abatement
measures would occur on existing organic farm and would not involve any further
ground dlsturbance other than the routine farmlng act|V|t|es Jrn—addrtren—#—the—utl#zatren

Therefore, the proposed Eye Gnat Program would be compatrble wrth the Habrtat Loss
Permit Ordinance.

Discussion:

The proposed project is the Eye Gnat Ordinance and Program which would allow the
County authority to take abatement actions when eye gnats cause a nuisance to the
public. Some of the organic farms are located inside of the MSCP boundary, and
agricultural use is considered a compatible land use under the program. It is not
expected that the proposed Eye Gnat Abatement Program would result in expansion of
existing agricultural operations within the MSCP boundary, and the potential abatement
measures would not |nvolve any ground drsturbance other than the routrne farmrng

eeurse—Furthermore the adoptron or amendment of any Ordrnance IS exempted from
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the BMO pursuant to Section 86.503(a)(3) of the Biological Mitigation Ordinance.
However, no project within the MSCP County Subarea Plan or within the City of San
Diego’s Multiple Habitat Planning Area (MHPA), regardless of exemption status, may
conflict or otherwise hinder the MSCP preserve system.

Discussion:

Pursuant to Section 67.711 of the Groundwater Ordinance, the Ordinance is applicable
to discretionary land development (General Plan Amendments, Specific Plan, Tentative
Parcel Maps, Tentative Maps, Revised Maps, Expired Maps, Rezone, Major Use
Permits, Major Use Permit Modifications, Certificates of Compliances, and Boundary
Adjustments) that would utilize groundwater for water resources. In addition, Section
67.702 of the Groundwater Ordinances states that the ordinance is not intended to “limit
or restrict agricultural activities, but to ensure that development will not occur in
groundwater-dependent areas of the County unless adequate groundwater supplies are
available to serve both the existing uses within the affected groundwater basin and the
proposed uses”. Therefore, the proposed Eye Gnat Program would not be incompatible
with the Groundwater Ordinance.

discretionary application, and therefore the RPO is not applicable in this case.
Furthermore, the continuation of any on-going existing agricultural operation is
exempted from the RPO pursuant to Section 86.605 (j) the RPO. Therefore, the
proposed Eye Gnat Program would not be incompatible with the Resource Protection
Ordinance.
